Consultation into new free school launched 


A CONSULTATION over plans for a 
new free sehool in Southend is under¬ 
way. 

Southend YMCA is behind the 
plans for South Essex Community 
Sehool, whieh will eater for up to 50 
ehildren aged between 14 and 19 
who, for various reasons, eannot 
attend mainstream sehools. 

A site for the sehool has not yet 
been identified, although it will be 
loeated in the borough of Southend 
and it is hoped that it will open in 
September 2013. 

Free sehools are state funded, but 
independent of loeal authorities. They 
are set up by members of the publie or 
organisations who feel they ean make 
a differenee to edueation in the area. 

They are held aeeountable to a 
board of governors and the 
Department for Edueation, and also 
undergo inspeetions by Ofsted like 
other sehools. 

A spokesman for Southend YMCA 
Community Sehool said: “The vision 
is to ‘Stand in the Gap’, helping 
young people to build their future 
through a holistie edueation where 
pupils will aequire the knowledge, 
skills, experienees and qualifieations 
to make the sueeessful transition to 


adulthood.’ 

The eonsultation period is already 
underway and runs until January 11, 
2013.

“It is a part of harnessing the his¬ 
tory of where people have lived.” 

Karl, who won an invention com¬ 
petition for his upside down bowl 
that stops cereal getting soggy, said 
he had owned seven homes in the 
past. 

He said: “If I said to you I had 
photos of your house from 30 years 
ago you would want to look at them 
and see how the house has changed 
and hear about people’s memories 
who have lived there too.” 

Karl, who has gone into partner¬ 
ship with Keith Fullick with the 
website, has also made global news 
by inventing the Help for Husband 
wristband. 

The wristband made global news 
in 2011 due to its nature of saving 
men from getting into arguments 
with their partners. 

The band picks up on subtle tem¬ 


perature changes in women and 
changes colour, like a mood ring, to 
signify to their partners they are 
suffering from pre-menstrual 
tension. 


In 2007 he also won £10,000 after 
creating an energy saving standby 
plug for Sky One’s The Big Idea. 

Karl said: “It was strange releas¬ 
ing the band because some women 


were for it and some against; it was 
a little taboo. 

“My Homes Past is very different 
to that and is more of a personal 
archive for people and their homes.”

“Considering the difficulties many I 
families are already facing in keeping a I 
roof over their heads, it seems probable i 
that welfare reform will have a serious I 
impact on homelessness,” the report I 
states. 

Although the report ‘paints a bleak J 
picture’, the Federation hopes case stud¬ 
ies in its report will provide inspiration | 
and solutions in the future. It also puts I 
forward a number of recommendations | 
to central government and local author¬ 
ities on how to move forward. 

Claire Astbury, East of England lead I 
manager at the National Housing I 
Federation, said: “These figures are i 
shocking and indicate that many people I 
in the East of England are truly being I 
pushed to the brink. 

“We spend £1 billion a year nation¬ 
wide on trying to prevent homelessness, 
yet it keeps on rising. The only long¬ 
term solution is to build more afford- ~ 
able homes for sale and for rent. Only 
then will we truly be able to protect 
people from the traumatic experience of " 
being made homeless.”

THE NUMBER of households accepted 
^ as homeless in Essex has increased by 
more than a quarter in a year, while the 
number of people sleeping rough is up 
64 per cent. 

Figures released by the National 
Housing Federation show a 26 per cent 
rise in cases of homeless acceptance - 
when local authorities accept a house¬ 
hold as unintentionally homeless, eligi¬ 
ble for support, and in priority need - 
from January to March this year, com¬ 
pared to the same period in 2011. 

Uttlesford District, in north-west 
Essex, saw the biggest increase of 267 
per cent up from three to 11. But there 
was a more significant rise in Thurrock 
of 146 per cent, up from 24 to 59. 

Basildon had an increase of 43 per 
cent from 54 to 77, while Chelmsford 
had a 51 per cent rise from 35 to 53, and 
also saw the number of families with 
children housed in B&Bs up from one 
in the first quarter of 2011 to nine in the 
same period this year - an 800 per cent 
increase. 

The large percentage increase in the 
number of people sleeping rough was 
particularly prevalent in Braintree (up 
from one to eight), Thurrock (up from 
two to eight) and Colchester (up from 
10 to 24).

Housing 
crisis at 
‘boiling 
point’ 

OFFICIALS at homeless charity 
Shelter warn the housing crisis is 
now reaching ‘boiling point’ and 
wants government to start taking 
action now. 

Its chief executive Campbell Robb 
said: “Every day Shelter speaks to 
young people and families who are 
paying the price for a housing crisis 
that’s been left to reach boiling point. 
Their aspirations for a stable and 
affordable home are being crushed 
by rising rents that leave them strug¬ 
gling to keep a roof over their head, 
let alone save for a deposit. 

“Many are living with their parents 
until their mid-thirties and even 
beyond, when all they want to do is 
to get on in life. 

“It’s time to start asking the gov¬ 
ernment what it’s going to do to get a 
grip on this problem. If we want to 
protect the next generation from a 
life lived under constant threat of 
eviction or rent rises, we have to 
invest in building more good quality, 
affordable homes.”

Call for ‘free flow’ at 
Dartford to speed up 



COUNCIL and business leaders from across Essex 
have urged the government to speed up the intro¬ 
duction of free flow tolling at the Dartford Crossing. 

John Spence, who is chairman of the South East 
Local Enterprise Partnership, conveyed those views 
to Transport Minister Stephen Hammond last week. 
“Business and councils alike have identified the 
Dartford Crossing as the 
greatest single barrier to 
growth and enterprise,” 
he said. “At the very 
least we need to be 
assured that free flow 
tolling would happen as 
planned in 2014, but we 
believe the programme 
can and should be accel¬ 
erated significantly.” 

He also called for 
‘significant and swift’ 
investment to improve 
Junction 30/31 of the 
M25 and the A13 to 
help congestion. 

The partnership, 
which represents a 
combined population 
of 3.9million people 
across Essex, East 
Sussex and Kent, has 
also warned that ftiture 
capacity creation on a 
route adjacent to the 
current Dartford to 
Thurrock crossing will 
not work, and they have 
initiated work to review 
all other options ahead 
of a public consultation 
planned for 2013. 

“It is all very well to 
increase the capacity 
but the M25 and its 
approach roads simply 
will not cope with mas¬ 


sive increased volumes,” Mr Spence added. “Local 
businesses wanting to operate on both sides of the 
river would rather have the choice of where to 
cross if that is economically feasible. 

“So we need to step back, understand what we 
want more crossing capacity for, and then develop a 
solution that will last for the long term.”

These police 
commissioner 
elections have 
proved to be 
a farce 

ESSEX has spoken. But it is a 
very mixed message. 

Was it apathy that resulted in 
the lowest turnout for any 
election ever? 

It is much more likely that 
the result of Essex’s 12.81 per 
cent turnout was as much to 
do with lack of information 
about the candidates while 
some people were definitely 
objecting to the whole idea of 
replacing the Essex Police 
Authority with a 
Commissioner who is to 
receive an annual salary in the 
region of £85,000. 

There was a high instance of 
‘spoiled’ ballot papers across 
the country, up to four per cent 
in some areas. Again this is 
unprecedented. 

Here in Essex two per cent 
of votes were spoiled. For the 
sake of rounding this low 
figure down results in that less 


than 11 per cent of votes 
actually counting towards the 
election of the Essex Police 
and Crime Commissioner 
candidates list. 

This gets worse when you 
realise that the victor, Nick 
Alston, Conservative, has 
received a mandate of a mere 
six per cent to undertake a role 
which will affect how Essex 
Police prioritises crime, who 
allocates the budget and has 
the ability to hire and fire the 
Chief Constable if need be. 

I wouldn’t like to be in Mr 
Aston’s shoes with such a 
small mandate from the people 
of Essex. 

Speaking for myself, I 
received no information on the 
candidates except that which 
appeared in one of my local 
free papers. I have no idea 
whether this appointment has 
gone to someone capable of 
doing this job and neither has 
anyone else. 

It’s not like there has been an 
adequate interview process 
where we might have know 
what skills and competence 
each candidates possessed. 

What references were avail¬ 
able to support the candidates? 
This a paid position, who will 
undertake any necessary sup¬ 
port and training as required 
for these new commissioners? 
What are to ongoing costs? 

These are the questions most 
of us are familiar with when 
we apply for a new job, espe¬ 
cially one where the salary is 
£85k. 

This is such a responsible 
position and potentially could 


be disastrous for us as well as 
for the effective functioning of 
our police force. 

We were never asked if we 
even wanted the old authori¬ 
ties to go. They may have not 
been democratic but neither is 
this new one, whatever the 
Government say? 

The Government spent over 
£1 million on this election and 
still we were inadequately pre¬ 
pared for the decisions 
required. 

Across the country, many 
independent candidates were 
elected to rule out political 
bias. It was a great pity that 
one of the Essex candidates, 
who had had four years 
experience as an independent 
member of the Essex Police 
Authority and a female was 
knocked out in the first round. 

She at least had relevant, 
related experience and idea of 
what the responsibilities would 
have been offering continuity. 

Sadly we are still overlook¬ 
ing competent and well quali¬ 
fied women. 

Across the country, 35 
women stood and only six 
were elected. This suggests to 
me that we remain committed 
to a male-dominated power 
base. There are now 35 male 
commissioners to six female. 

How sad that in Essex we 
choose to continue to follow 
the old stereotypes. 

Well, at least prisoners are 
not permitted to vote, but it 
might have been interesting if 
they had. 

Who better qualified or with 
more insightful opinions than 
the rest of us about this elec¬ 
tion? Quite ironic really. I look 
forward to a day when real 
democracy takes place, 
because it certainly hasn't hap¬ 
pened in this instance.

Why is 
postal 
service in 
such a state? 

I HAVE a ‘chicken and egg’ 
question for your readers. 

Does the postal service in 
this country offer poor service 
because of the crisis it finds 
itself in or has the poor ser¬ 
vice put it in this position? 

I’ll follow that up with an 
example. I posted a letter on a 
Tuesday morning with a first 
class stamp. It should have 
been collected at 5.30pm that 
evening and - according to 
Royal Mail - it should have 
been delivered one to two 
days later. 

I expected, therefore, that 
having been collected that 
evening, it was reasonable to 
expect it would be sorted that 
night and posted out the next 
day (Wednesday). At worst - 
I thought - it would arrive on 
the Thursday. 

Having contacted the recipi¬ 
ent via text to say the letter 
was on its way, he called on 
the Saturday to explain it had 
still not arrived. 

‘That’s lost then,’ a friend 
told me, which was a concern 
because I had posted a 
cheque. 

Thankfully, on that front, the 
recipient called me on the 
next Tuesday to say it had 
arrived. 

And so the letter had taken a 
full seven days to arrive at its 
destination.

In the end my letter got 
there and it is unlikely any 
employee there - manager or 
otherwise - could give an 
explanation of why this indi¬ 
vidual letter took so long. 

And I am not into the com¬ 
pensation culture where I need 
to be rewarded for my misfor¬ 
tune. 

But, hopefully, a postman or 
Royal Mail employee may 
read this and be able to lift the 
lid on the current situation. 

If a delivery firm promises 
to deliver your letter in one to 
two days and in fact does it in 
seven, there is a problem. 

Now is this problem down to 
cutbacks in staff and funding? 
Or have the staff and funding 
been reduced because perfor¬ 
mance has been so poor? 

Over to you!

LIZ WADE enjoys a day out at Connaught Water and takes in ‘the people’s 
forest’ fit for a Queen 


I T is almost quite easy to pioture the past 
on Connaught Water, of paddling young¬ 
sters, boating families and even ioe 
skaters in the winter. 

The ornamental lake, whioh is now just 
home to fish and fauna, animals and 
inseots, may have ohanged in its use over 
the years, but it is still a magnet for looal 
families and visitors alike. 

I think this is down to its tranquil setting 
in Epping Forest - a weloome oontrast 
from looal bustling towns - and the fast 
that ever sinoe Queen Viotoria dedioated 
the area as ‘the people’s forest’ in 1882, 
the former royal forest has remained under 
the oare of the City of London 
Corporation. 

Connaught Water began life in 1880 as a 
muoh smaller pond that was used to drain 
marshy parts of Hill Wood, Fairmead 
Bottom and Thioket, for the benefit of 
oommoners’ oattle. 

During its early days it was used as a 
paddling pond, but in 1888 a lady by the 
name of Miss Searle was granted the oon- 
oession to provide rowing boats. 

Around 1894 the pond was expanded, 
and dug by hand, to oover an area of four 
heotares, oomplete with two landsoaped 
islands planted with trees. 

As the lake, named after the first Ranger 
of the Forest, Queen Viotoria’s son Arthur, 
the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn, 
isn’t very deep, it aotually used to freeze 
over in the bitterly oold winters of the early 
20th Century. 

But while skaters frequently used it dur¬ 
ing the winter months, and warmed them¬ 
selves with hot drinks supplied by a man 
sailed Mr Butler from his marquee, it

remained very much a boating lake up 
until the mid 1970s. 

In more recent years the lake has 
become more popular with anglers, and 
today the health of fish stocks is carefully 
monitored. 

The lake, which now covers an area of 
eight hectares, is still managed by the City 
of London Corporation, who act as con¬ 
servators. 

With an accessible path surrounding the 
lake, a woodland trail and recent improve¬ 
ments - thanks to months of hard work by 
a team of volunteers - Connaught Water is 
a wonderful place to stroll around. 

Two new angling platforms, a boardwalk 
and more seating are now in place, while 
the car park has been resurfaced and 
more plants have been placed in the lake 
to improve the habitat. 

You can either wander around the lake 
itself and feed the ducks, or take the 
longer Willow Trail, which takes you 
around Connaught Water and further afar. 

The lake itself is fringed with Willows, 
Water Mint and Forget-Me Not, and pro¬ 
vides food and nesting sites for many dif¬ 
ferent bird species including Great Crested 
Grebes, Mute Swans, Mallards, Coots and 
Moorhens. 

During the winter months you may be 
lucking enough to see brilliantly coloured 
Mandarin Ducks who often gather at its 
northern end, while during the summer 
Common Terns sometimes pay a fleeting 
visit to fish in its waters. 

Its variety of wild fowl, who seem to have 
a never ending appetite for the bread that 
visitors bring, can especially be seen at 
dawn in the winter, while several species 
of dragonfly, and swarms of mayflies and 
midges in the warmer months who provide 
ample food for bats during the evenings. 

If you are feeling more athletic then you 
can enjoy an hour long walk along The 
Willow Trail, which starts at Connaught 



Water’s car park. 

The trail, which covers an area of around 
one-and-a-half miles, is mostly an easy 
walking route and also takes in Chingford 
Plain, an area that was farmland until 1878 
and now forms part of Chingford golf 
course, Qther parts of the plain have 
returned to scrubland, which attracts 
many birds including large number of field¬ 
fares and redwings during early winter 
who visit from Scandinavia. 

A map on an information board next to 
the car park shows you the route, which 
begins in a clockwise direction along the 
side to the lake and is very well sign post¬ 
ed. 

The trail, which is a great way to see 
even more of Epping Forest, has way- 
markers at every single turning point so 


you won’t get lost on your journey of 
exploring even more of the forest. 

If you are lucky you may even spot some 
Muntjac Deer during your walk as they 
roam the area. 

Epping Forest, which remains one of the 
largest forests in the country and the 
biggest wooded area around London, is 
still managed in strict line with the Epping 
Forest Act that halted the shrinkage of the 
forest and stipulates that the conservators 
- the City of London Corporation - shall 
ensure that it continues to be unenclosed 
and unbuilt on so it remains an open 
space for the recreation and enjoyment of 
people. 

It is thanks to this that we really do have 
a wide range of wonderful places to 
explore.

W RITER-director David O Russell is 
destined for awards glory with this 
quirky romanoe about an emotion¬ 
ally bruised thirty-something struggling to 
pieoe his life together after the ultimate 
betrayal. 

Adapted by Russell from the novel by 
Matthew Quiok, Silver Linings Playbook 
embraoes oomedy and tragedy with equal 
fervour. 

Joy walks hand in hand with heartbreak¬ 
ing loss and to appreoiate pleasure, char- 
aoters must first endure exquisite pain. 

No one is immune from an impromptu 
pummelling - certainly not school teacher 
Pat Solitano (Bradley Cooper), who returns 
home to discover his wife Nikki (Brea Bee) 
in the shower with another member of the 
faculty. 

He batters his wife’s lover to a bloody 
pulp and is banished to a psychiatric facili¬ 
ty for eight months as part of his plea bar¬ 
gain. 

Pat emerges with a firmer grip on his 
bipolar disorder and mood swings - or so 
he thinks. 

He returns home to Philadelphia to live 
with his father Pat Sr (Robert De Niro) and 
mother Dolores (Jacki Weaver), who want 
their boy to find some stability. 

However, Pat is determined to overcome

his wife’s restraining order and win her 
back. 

“Nikki’s waiting for me to get myself in 
shape and get my life in order," he gushes. 

Best friend Ronnie (John Ortiz), whose 
marriage to wife Veronica (Julia Stiles) has 
more downs than ups (“I'm not OK. Don’t 
tell anyone”), introduces Pat to his sister- 
in-law, Tiffany (Jennifer Lawrence). 

She’s a young widow who reacted to her 
husband’s death by sleeping with all of her 
co-workers. 

“I was a big slut, but I’m not anymore,” 
she tells Pat during an eventful first date. 

Pat isn’t interested in Tiffany until he 
learns she could smuggle a letter to Nikki. 

In return. Tiffany needs him to train as 
her partner for an amateur dance competi¬ 
tion. 

The subsequent rehearsals in her home 
studio salve old wounds, sow the seeds of 
fledgling romance and provide writer-direc¬ 
tor Russell with the foundations of a bitter¬ 


sweet jive through mental health issues 
and father-son miscommunication. 

Silver Linings Playbook is a delight, hark¬ 
ing back to adorably quirky and sweet 
comedies from director Russell’s early 
years, such as Spanking The Monkey and 
Flirting With Disaster. 

Cooper proves he is more than a pretty 
face, exposing the fear and vulnerability 
behind his character’s torment, while 
Lawrence is luminous as a grief-scarred 
misfit who is terrified of opening her heart 
only to have it shattered again. 

Supporting performances are excellent, 
including a remarkably restrained Chris 
Tucker as a fellow psychiatric patient who 
has a habit of leaving the facility without 
permission. 

Molten screen chemistry between the 
leads and zinging one-liners ensure the film 
never drags its heels, even in the climactic 
dance-off that cha-chas rather too willingly 
to the beat of rom-com convention.

ASK 

THE AGENT 

ALAN

Q. My agent has written to me on a number of 
occasions about various things and always 
seems to add the phrase “Subject to 
Contract.” Why? 

A. Many agents - although these days by no means 
all - routinely insert this phrase in all such 
correspondence, particularly when confirming receipt of an offer. They do so in order to 
emphasise the fact that the offer - or whatever else they’re writing to you about - is only 
provisional at that stage, and cannot therefore be considered legally binding. In this 
respect, the phrase is not dissimilar to those words beloved of cautious solicitors 
everywhere, “without prejudice.” 

In the past, adding this caveat to correspondence related to property transactions was 
rather more important than it is today, since contracts for the sale or purchase of land 
could be verbal. The use of the term “subject to contract” therefore represented a crucial 
legal safeguard, since it prevented anyone falsely citing such a document as evidence 
that a verbal contract was in existence. This, amazingly enough, only ceased to be an 
issue as recently as 1989, when new legislation decreed that all contracts for the sale of 
land must henceforth be in writing. 

These days, therefore, the use of the phrase in letters of this kind is more a matter of 
form than a strict legal requirement. That said, however, endorsing a preliminary offer as 
being ‘Subject to Contract’ still serves as a useful reminder that it is not binding on either 
party. 

Actually, it’s not a bad idea to add the phrase to any letters you yourself write to your 
agent or solicitor. It’s easy enough to work it into a sentence somewhere - or 
alternatively you can just stick it on its own at the top of the page. However, don’t worry 
if you leave it out!

Landlord Question 

I rent a small unfurnished family home to a couple and their kids in Westcliff The tenants have been 
with me for several years and have been no problem really. Recently I noticed that they have been 
gradually filling the small garden with junk. It started with a few chairs and boxes, now the collection 
includes a grubby old mattress, disintegrating chest of drawers, an old telly and a small rusty 
trampoline. I’m rather embarrassed about it because the place looks like such a state in what is 
otherwise quite a pleasant, tidy street. What can I do about the junk? Is it my responsibility to clear the 
junk from the garden? Or can I ask my tenant to do it? 

Think Property Answer 

Let’s get the question of responsibility straight first. It’s up to the tenant to clear this junk and any 
standard AST should have some sort of provision for this. Certainly at the end of the tenancy you can 
expect them to dispose of it. If they fail to do that, an appropriate deduction could be made from their 
deposit. 

But we take it you want to deal with the junk sooner than the end of the tenancy. We think you have 
several options: Clear it yourself: Be sure to get the tenants’ agreement for this and their do it with their 
full knowledge. If you have a suitable vehicle, you could just clear the junk yourself and tip it. It 
shouldn’t be a massive job. Make it easy for the tenants to clear: Ask the tenants to clear the junk and 
let them know how they can do that. Very often your local authority will offer the service and deal with 
disposal of bulky items. It is often free too. Find out if your local council offers such a service and tell 
your tenants how to book it. 



Of course, the same phrase - often shortened to plain “STC” - also appears on agents’ 
Sold boards to indicate that although a sale has been agreed, there is as yet no binding 
contract between seller and buyer. Or at least, it should appear - however small and 
insignificant it may be, since boards that simply say “Sold” are actually illegal. But that’s 
another story...!

E very now and then, Kia 
launches a new edition 
of its ‘Originals’ series 
and this time round, it’s the 
Picanto City. Bluetooth, iPod 
connection, metallic paint 
and tiny 14-inch alloy wheels 
are part of a very good deal. 
Backgroundwordcount: 165 
Kia explains its ‘Originals’ 
models as stemming from 
the idea of a fashion collec¬ 
tion - being frequently updat¬ 
ed with distinct styles and 
personalities. Well, I’m look¬ 
ing at the Picanto City and 
I’m not really thinking Victoria 
Beckham or Marc Jacobs. 

I’m thinking about how much 
money I’m going to save and 
what I’m going to spend it 
on. Because when all’s said 
and done, Kia buyers are still 
looking for top value. 
Fortunately, they’re going to 
find it here. 

You might well know that 
the Picanto is offered with a 
choice of 1.0-litre and 1.2- 
litre engines. If you’re really 
up to speed, you’ll also know 
that the 1.0-litre is the better 


citycar. Therefore, if you’re 
launching a Picanto variant 
called the City, it makes all 
kinds of sense to have it 
powered by that characterful 
little MPI three-cylinder motor. 
Yes, there is only TOPS under 
your right foot and it’ll take a 
leisurely 13.9 seconds to get 
to 60mph but does that really 
matter? The 1.0-litre engine 
can step the Picanto off the 
line to 20mph or so quite 
briskly - and that’s really all 
you need in town. 

The handling is better than 
ever before in this second 
generation Picanto - and its 
predecessor wasn’t bad. This 
design gets a revised version 
of the MK 1 ’s suspension 
system, with the front end 
tuned for better straight line 
stability and Kia reckons it 
has not only improved the 
ride with softer springs but 
made the handling a little 
keener with a much stiffer 
rear axle that helps quell 
understeer. The Picanto’s all¬ 
disc braking set-up, which is 
standard on the City, is 
backed up with standard 
ABS anti-lock, electronic 


brake force distribution and 
emergency ‘brake assist’ 
systems. There’s also elec¬ 
tronic stability control on 
hand to bail you out if you 
exceed the grip of the 
Picanto’s tiny tyres. Despite 
its almost comical rubber- 
wear, the Picanto records 
some very good stopping 
distances from the 62mph 
benchmark. Its distance of 
41.0 metres is amongst the 
best in the citycar class. 

The Picanto has certainly 
come a long way from 
dumpy little blob to some¬ 
thing really sharp-looking. It 
features the now trademark 
Kia ‘tiger nose’ front grille, 
but it also exhibits deeply 
scalloped flanks with the 
door handles sitting atop a 
sharp, longitudinal crease. 

The City, offered only in three- 
door form, features a signa¬ 
ture red grille, 14-inch alloy 
wheels, chrome door han¬ 
dles, heated door mirrors and 
front fog lights. Metallic paint 
is a standard feature and the 
model is offered in Blaze Red 
or Bright Silver. 

The cabin is cleanly styled 


and again it’s clear that Kia is 
forging its own personality 
and brand identity on its cars. 

There’s a £1,600 premium 
to pay to buy the ‘City’ ver¬ 
sion of this 1.0-litre three- 
door Picanto rather than the 
standard ‘Air’ model. That 
takes the total asking figure 
to well over £10,000, a price 
that some might see as being 
a little self-consciously large 
in a market now offering 
super-budget brands. 

But would you actually buy 
such a car? The Picanto 
seems to be from an entirely 
different generation to a 
Sandero and if that’s what 
Kia has been aiming for in 
these past few years, then 
mission has truly been 
accomplished. This is no 
longer the bottom tier of car 
ownership. The Picanto’s 
been promoted. 

The cabin isn’t badly 
equipped for a city scoot, 
with air conditioning, a leather 
trimmed steering wheel with 
audio controls and iPod con¬ 
nectivity. 

No car in this segment has 
a sniff of a chance unless it 
can guarantee tiny day-to- 
day running costs and the 
Picanto certainly answers 
that particular call. The net 
result is that the 1.0-litre 
engine emits just 99g/km of 


carbon dioxide in standard 
trim. It returns 67.3 mpg on 
the combined cycle and it’s 
exempt from road tax and 
the London Congestion 
Charge. The Picanto City is 
rated at insurance group four, 
which isn’t going to result in a 
terrifying premium. 

It’s exactly because it 
stacks up so well on the bal¬ 
ance sheet that residual val¬ 
ues look set to be very 
healthy, helped by the fact 
that the over-supply of this 
sort of car caused by the old 
scrappage scheme is now 
starting to level off. 

The Kia Picanto is one of 
the best citycars you can buy 
at any price. Solid build quali¬ 
ty, strong equipment, decent 
engineering and an unbeat¬ 
able warranty means that it’ll 
never be short of takers. The 
City model adds a little bit of 


fairy dust on top of that pro¬ 
vided by the standard 1.0- 
litre models, without being 
anything too radical. If you 
want an affordable and pre¬ 
sentable small car that’ll play 
your digital music, it’s a great 
selection. 

What’s refreshing about the 
Kia Picanto is that it’s not try¬ 
ing anything gimmicky. It just 
zeroes right in to what city 
car buyers want. It offers low 
running costs, it’s safe, it’s 
easy to park, it’s wholly pre¬ 
sentable, and it doesn’t con¬ 
stantly remind you that you’re 
in the bargain basement. On 
that basis, it earns our whole¬ 
sale endorsement. And the 
City version in particular? 

Well, it looks promising but 
it’s unlikely to change our 
view of the Picanto in any 
significant way. That’s fashion 
for you.

Be prepared for winter 


R egular servicing will 
not only ensure better 
performance, but an 
efficient engine should also 
mean lower fuel consump¬ 
tion, not to mention a clean¬ 
er exhaust and greater relia¬ 
bility. 

Just a few simple checks 
on a regular basis would go 
a long way to preventing 
many breakdowns in other 
words, especially in winter. 
Easy to say; harder to find 
the time to do. Recognising 
that fact, the AA for exam¬ 
ple, has instructed its 
patrols where appropriate to 
carry out a series of brief 
checks at every breakdown. 
But the frustrating thing for 
many drivers stranded by 
the roadside is that the 
breakdown shouldn’t have 
happened - the motoring 
associations reckon that 
around half of their call-outs 
could be avoided by regular 
servicing. 

Tyres 


Tyres should always be 
carefully checked as worn 
treads are illegal as well as 
potentially lethal - for you 
and innocent bystanders, as 
well as other road users. 
Tyre pressure, too, should 
be regularly monitored. Up 
until recently motorists in 
Britain haven’t adopted the 
Continental practice of 
swapping tyres in the

Battery 


Sluggish starting is a sure 
sign that your car battery is 
getting old.

It’s possible 
that the problem might lie 
with the starter motor, so 
ask your garage to check 
that out too, along with the 
fan belt. 


Radiators 


Radiators might be sporting 
leaks or cracks - take a 
look. It’s worth testing the 
strength of the anti-freeze, if 
any, in there. Extra glycol- 
based anti-freeze will boost 
levels to manufacturers rec¬ 
ommended levels. The 
washer systems also need 
to be tested and, of course, 
before long journeys, water 
and cleaner should be 
topped up to ensure opti¬ 
mum visibility whatever the 
weather.
